FORMER PLAYERS SUE NFL, ALLEGING 
CONCEALED RISK OF BRAIN INJURIES

Some 2,000 former NFL players sued the league Thursday, 
alleging it deliberately and fraudulently concealed the risk of 
brain injury from players while marketing the ferocity and 
brutality of the game. 


The master complaint joined more than 
8o lawsuits previously filed by former play- 
ers on a topic that has generated increas- 
ing concern following the suicides of for- 
mer players such as Junior Seau in May 
Ray Easterling in April and Dave Duerson 
last year. 

Duerson, a former Bears star, killed 
himself with a gunshot to the chest after 
complaining of headaches, blurred vision 
and memory loss, leaving a note with the 
request: “Please, see that my brain is given 
to the NFEs brain bank.” 

The suit seeks unspecified financial 
compensation for fraud, misrepresenta- 
tion and negligence against the NFL, a 
$9 billion annual industry that is the pin- 
nacle for a sport also played at hundreds of 
colleges, thousands of high schools and in 
youth leagues across the U.S. 

The lawsuit, which remains open for 
other players to join, also names as a defen- 
dant official NFL helmet maker Riddell 
and affiliated companies including parent 
corporation Easton-Bell Sports. 

“The NFL and its agents continued to 
market, as it had in the past, the feroc- 
ity and brutality of the sport that, in part. 


gives rise to the latent 
and debilitating neuro- 
cognitive conditions 
and injuries from which 
plaintiffs suffer,” said 
the 86 -page lawsuit filed 
at U.S. District Court 
for the Eastern District 
of Pennsylvania in Phila- 
delphia. 

Even after the NFL formed 
its own Mild Traumatic Brain Injury Com- 
mittee in 1994 to study the impact of con- 
cussions and sub-concussive injuries on 
players, the league failed to inform players 
of the risks, the suit claims. 

“For 16 years, the NFL actively and con- 
tinuously denied any link between MTBI 
... and the neurological symptoms and 
problems {such as headaches, dizziness, 
loss of memory, dementia and ALS] from 
which they {players} now suffer,” the suit 
said. 

The NFL labeled the suit groundless and 
called attention to “numerous extensive 
benefits programs” for former players, in- 
cluding one that has disbursed $17.5 million 
to more than 200 players and their families.

Ex-president popularity: 
Clinton trumps Dubya 


D WASHINGTON More than three years after leaving of- 
fice, former President George W Bush remains un- 
popular with the public, according to a new national poll. 

A CNN/ORC International poll also indicates that two- 
thirds of Americans have a positive view of Bush’s predeces- 
sor, former President Bill Clinton. 

According to the poll, released Thursday 43 percent of 
people questioned had a favorable opinion of Bush, with 
54 percent saying they had an unfavorable view of the for- 
mer president. Bush’s 43 percent favorable rating is the 
same as it was in 2010 in CNN polling, but is up from his 
mid-30s favorable rating during 2009, his first year out of 
the White House. 

“Don’t be surprised if the Obama campaign mentions the 
name of George W Bush at every opportunity and don’t 
be surprised if that strategy works,” CNN polling director 
Keating Holland said. ‘And the mention of Bush’s name ap- 
pears to prompt at least a few people to take a more positive 
view of their current financial situation.” 

Bush’s father, George H.W Bush, gets a 59 percent rat- 
ing, with 34 percent saying they have an unfavorable view 
of the first President Bush, who was elected to the White 
House in 1988. Bush was defeated in his bid for a second 
term by Bill Clinton, who has a 66 percent favorable rating 
in the poll. Only 31 percent say they hold an unfavorable rat- 
ing of Clinton. 



BETTER OFF NOW? 

When asked in the survey whether they are better or 
worse off than they were four years ago, Americans are 
split, 44 percent to 43 percent. But when asked whether 
they are better or worse off than they were four years 
ago “when Bush was president,” a small gap opens- 
47 percent say they are better off compared with 41 per- 
cent who say they are worse off. 


Jimmy Carter, the one-term Democratic president who 
was elected in 1976 and defeated in 1980, is viewed favorably 
by 54 percent of the public, with just 3 in 10 seeing him in a 
negative light. 


D Intel leaks 
spark probe 

Congressional leaders 
agreed Thursday on the 
need for a full investigation 
of what one called a recent 
“cascade” of leaked classi- 
fied information but differed 
on exactly how the inquiry 
should be conducted. The 
investigation involves leaks 
about a cyberwarfare pro- 
gram against Iran and other 
intelligence matters. 


D Proposal goes 
very wrong 

A marriage proposal in 
Sellersburg, Ind., con- 
cluded with a shock late 
Wednesday, when the hot 
air balloon carrying the fu- 
ture bride and groom hit a 
power line and knocked the 
pilot unconscious, a sheriff’s 
office spokesman said. The 
pilot and bride-to-be were 
treated on the scene for 
burns. 


D U.S. warns 
Pakistan 

Defense Secretary Leon 
Panetta on Thursday said 
the U.S. was reaching the 
limits of its patience with 
Pakistan because of the 
safe havens the country of- 
fered to insurgents in neigh- 
boring Afghanistan. He was 
speaking in the Afghan cap- 
ital, Kabul, where he held 
talks with military leaders 
amid rising violence in the 
war against the Taliban. 


D Politician slaps

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The life of a kicker 
in the AFL leaves 
little margin for error

He’s been on the job for only a few weeks, but 
Chicago Rush kicker Joe Houston seems to 
grasp that the task at hand is unlike any he’s 
tackled. 

“I’m not used to having to dodge score- 
boards when I kick off,” Houston said with a 
laugh. 

It’s one of many nuances the former USC 
kicker has had to embrace as part of his new 
gig for the Arena Football League team as he 
prepares for his third game with the Rush (7- 
4) on Saturday in Salt Lake City 

An AFL field is only 50 yards long and the 
goal posts are 9 feet wide by 15 feet high, as 
opposed to 18 by 10 outdoors, meaning kick- 
ers have much less margin for error. Houston 
said he prepared for this the past two years by 


aiming at something even smaller in practice. 

“I just aim at a light pole in the outfield of 
the baseball field [at USC},” he said. “I figure 
if I can hit a light pole, I can get better results 
when I’m kicking at the uprights. If you aim 
small, you miss small.” 

There’s also the issue of space— or more 
specifically the lack thereof While he could 
practice kicks into a net on the sidelines in 
the outdoor game, he doesn’t have that kind 
of luxury indoors because there’s simply no 
room. 

“You really have to be focused because un- 
less it’s pregame or halftime, every time you 
strike a ball, it’s for points,” Houston said. 

That includes on kickoffs. In those instanc- 
es, Houston becomes sort of a pinbaU wizard, 
hoping to play just the right angle to put his 
team on the board. Unlike in the outdoor 
game, there are rebound nets framed with 
iron on either side of the goal posts in the 
AFL. Balls that bounce off the nets or the iron 
are live and can be recovered by either squad. 

“If I kick off and I hit the upright, the ball 
bounces in funny ways and we can essentially 


steal seven points just by kicking off,” Hous- 
ton said. 

He’s also well aware of the fact that he’s on 
a short leash. The man he replaced, Orland 
Park’s Mike Salerno, was released after hav- 
ing a rough game last month against Arizona 
and remains unemployed despite stiU ranking 
among the league leaders in every kicking cat- 
egory 

‘All I’ve got to think about is my next at- 
tempt,” Houston said. “I’ve gotta go i-for-i.” 

He’s off to a great start. In his first game for 
the Rush, an 84-77 loss to San Jose on May 26, 
Houston tied a team record by hitting all ii ex- 
tra points he attempted. In his second game, 
on Sunday against Spokane, he hit all 10 extra 
points he tried as well as 31-yard field goal. 

“{The game against San Jose] was my first 
taste at a game and I can’t ever remember 
trading touchdowns like that at USC,” he 
said. ‘Although it’s football, it’s a different 
game. I don’t think I could ever kick ii PATs 
{points after touchdown] in the {Los Angeles] 
Coliseum.” 

Houston, a California native who has been 


in Chicago for only a few weeks, said the 
team’s practice facility isn’t exactly designed 
with a kicker in mind. 

“It’s kind of difficult because the roof is ex- 
tremely low at our practice facility,” Houston 
said. “I can’t practice kickoffs there. Either I 
have to drive to a local high school to practice 
kickoffs or I have to do it in the field behind 
my apartment.” 

Of course, there’s the issue of finding a way 
to make ends meet. 

Y)u probably won’t see Bears kicker Rob- 
bie Gould looking for a job to supplement his 
income. But at a salary of only $400 a game, 
AFL players aren’t exactly in the upper tax 
bracket. 

“I’m actually on the look for jobs because 
while we don’t have a lot of downtime, our 
afternoons are free,” he said. “The game 
pay isn’t what you come here to play for. 

You come here to compete and win a 
championship.”

Getting his kicks

So how hard is it to split the uprights, espe- 
cially if you’ve never kicked a football? 

Former Rush kicker Mike Salerno gave 
me a free lesson from the lo-yard line, where 
Arena Football League kickers attempt extra 
points, at Allstate Arena last month. 

“It looks pretty daunting,” he said with a 
laugh as I silently thanked the gods that the 
only people around to witness this debacle 
were a RedEye photographer and a Rush 
public relations rep. 

Salerno’s instructions were simple: “Be re- 
laxed and keep your weight forward moving 
towards the ball.” 

I relaxed, kept my weight forward, took a 


couple of steps ... and proceeded to miss wide 
left by about 30 feet. 

“Abu see where your chest went on that? 
That’s why I tell you you’ve gotta keep your 
weight moving forward,” Salerno said. He 
started to sound like my father despite being 
four years younger than I am. 

Three attempts later, his lessons bore fruit. 
The ball fluttered off my foot and sailed 
just over the crossbar. I ran around the field 
celebrating like I actually accomplished 
something as Salerno looked on, laughing. 

“If you’re just starting out, don’t get too 
technical with it,” he said. “Kicking is so fun- 
damental. It’s like golf where if you miss a baU 
by half an inch, you’re gonna be missing the

Finally confirmed as a prequel to ‘Alien,” 


“Prometheus” concerns itself with where it 
all began on a much bigger level. A few years 
after Elizabeth Shaw (Noomi Rapace) and 
her boyfriend, Charlie (Logan Marshall- 
Green), find cave drawings suggesting an 
alien foundation to the human race, the 
“scientific exploratory vessel” Prometheus 
arrives on a foreign planet in 2093, hoping to 
answer questions the species has asked since 
the creation of the words “who,” “how” and 
“why” 

Meredith Vickers (Charlize Theron) com- 
mands the ship and insists her companions 
not make contact with anyone or anything. 
Captain Janek (Idris Elba) merely steers the 
ship; he doesn’t want any more information 
and he’s the only one who can get every- 
one home. Helpful, blond David (Michael 
Fassbender) seems like one of the most

trustworthy people on the ship, except he’s 
not people: He’s an android who spent the 
two-plus years of travel time (during which 
everyone else slept in stasis) learning ancient 
languages, playing basketball and watching 
“Lawrence of Arabia” over and over. 

Fassbender reportedly watched ‘Arabia” 
constantly for the part, and many will want 
to put “Prometheus” on a loop to dissect the 
script from “Lost” creator Damon Lin- 
delof and Jon Spaihts, which establishes a 
thoughtful, studied pace that creeps instead 
of screams. If “Prometheus” intrigues more 
than it rivets, the film still deserves credit for 
(very directly) articulating so many enormous 
concepts about humanity in a movie packed 
with astonishing imagery 

Scott has created 3-D landscapes and crea- 
tures that look exactly as real as they must 


to rise above all the other expensive special 
effects extravaganzas. I won’t reveal anything 
specific about them because my inbox can’t 
hold all the angry emails I’d receive for giving 
something away about this highly antici- 
pated, largely satisfying thriller. 

Rapace and especially the unsettling 
Fassbender are fantastic, and “Prometheus” 
skirts narrative similarities to “Jurassic 
Park” by examining our inability to resist 
questions for which we might not be pre- 
pared for the answers. (David, quoting Peter 
O’Toole’s T.E. Lawrence, advises quieting 
the voices inside: “The trick ... is not mind- 
ing that it hurts.”) The movie mournfully 
recognizes the devastation that unknowing 
beings bring on themselves with curiosity 
that’s uncommon for big-budget summer 
spectacles. 

It’s a spellbinding take on the universe’s 
domino effect, maintained by ideas and 
underlined by the never-ending search to find 
the one that started it all.

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Tattoo’ actress at 
heart of 'Prometheus’

In Noomi Rapace’s screen test for the lead 
role in “Prometheus,” the actress portrayed 
a young scientist trying to persuade a giant 
corporation to invest billions of doUars on a 
trip to another planet in hopes of unraveling 
the origins of human life. The company has 
little more than her passion and intensity as 
its guide in determining whether to fund the 
venture. 

The situation was strikingly similar to what 
director Ridley Scott was asking 20th Cen- 
tury Fox to do with Rapace: take a flier on an 
unknown. The 32-year-old Swedish actress 
had achieved worldwide fame thanks to her 
portrayal of cyber-sleuth Lisbeth Salander in 
the three original “Girl With the Dragon Tat- 
too” films. 

Still, her English was shaky and her first 
studio film, “Sherlock Holmes: A Game of 
Shadows,” was not set to hit theaters for an- 
other year, so she still was largely unfamiliar to 
mainstream American audiences. Casting her 
as lead character Elizabeth Shaw alongside 
Michael Fassbender and Charlize Theron in 
a big-budget potential summer blockbuster 
wasn’t a slam dunk. 

Except to Scott, who was smitten with the 
actress from the first time he met her and 
worked closely with her on mastering the test. 

“Ridley worked with me as if it was a real 
scene,” Rapace said. “He kept saying to me, 
‘You don’t have to prove anything; this is not 
a test for me. You’re my girl. We’re just doing 
this together so they can see that you can act 
in English.’ ” 

“Prometheus,” which arrives in theaters Fri- 
day is not a traditional prequel to the ‘Alien” 
series. According to Scott, the two share the 
same DNA, meaning that in the new film, 
similarly bad things happen on another plan- 
et— as they did in Scott’s 1979 original. But 


Rapace is not a mere replacement of Weaver’s 
Ripley Rather, she is a God-fearing scientist 
who hopes her studies lead her to uncover the 
meaning of life. 

“What stuck in my mind was in none of 
the four Alien’ movies, no one ever asked the 
question, the big question of who’s the big 
guy” said Scott, who directed only the first of 
the four ‘Alien” films. “When the franchise 
finally ended, I thought, ‘you can’t go again 
because the alien himself is too familiar now, 
it’s no longer frightening.’ You have to rein- 
vent the wheel and I kept thinking about the 
big guy” 

To do that, he needed to find his Elizabeth 
Shaw— someone who could endure chal- 
lenges such as fighting off a batch of tentacled 
monsters and enduring a horrific self-muti- 
lation. One night on TV, he caught Rapace’s 
performance in “Dragon Tattoo.” 

“I was taken and curious,” Scott said. “Who 
was this punk and which alleyway did {the di- 
rector] get her?” 

He watched the film two more times before 
meeting with Rapace; when they finally came 
face to face, he was surprised. “Into my of- 
fice walked this beautiful young woman, and 
I found myself dealing with a real actress,” he 
recalled. “She’s special, indestructible.” 

For Rapace, “Prometheus” seems likely 
to open new acting avenues. Her next few 
roles, though, don’t involve any spaceships 
or aliens. She’s in Philadelphia working on a 
crime thriller, “Dead Man Down,” with Golin 
Farrell and directed by her “Dragon Tattoo” 
helmer Niels Arden Oplev She’s also in Brian 
De Palma’s upcoming revenge tale “Passion.” 

“I pre-judged Hollywood. I thought it was a 
little more hollow and a little bit more super- 
ficial,” she said. “I didn’t know there were so 
many artists: directors, producers and actors 
living there with the same passion as I have.”

When a young prostitute tells Anne 
(Juliette Binoche) that men appreci- 
ate the opportunity to fulfill fantasies 
they can’t realize with their wives, I 
imagined syndicated sex columnist 
Dan Savage appearing on screen and 
asking, “Well, why do you think men 
feel unable to indulge kinks with their 
spouses?” 

Unfortunately Anne, a journalist 
writing a story for Elle about students 
earning money through the world’s 
oldest profession, follows only a 
predictable line of questioning. The reporter struggles to 
focus on her reporting and instead develops a personal and 
possibly sexual interest in Charlotte (Anais Demoustier) and 
Alicja (Joanna Kulig), who will almost certainly be played by 
Shailene Woodley (“The Descendants”) and Evan Rachel 
Wood (“The Ides of March”) should “Elies” ever receive an 
American remake. 

Which it won’t. Rated NC-17 for sex and nudity that’s war- 
ranted for the story, “Elies” touches on men’s secret behav- 
ior and women’s place in a sex- and male-dominated world 
without offering a contemporary perspective on economic 
and academic struggles in Erance. Recently, the NC-17-rated 
“Shame” and Steven Soderbegh’s stylish, chilly “The Girl- 


friend Experience” provided a more revealing look at both 
the sex trade and sex itself when common definitions of 
intimacy disappear. The ease with which Charlotte and Alicja 
begin the profession— post an ad, receive responses, bada 
bing— makes “Elies” enthralling regardless; it’s sexy enough to 
arouse and honest enough to provide reasons to be turned off 
The movie also attempts to present both these women and 


Anne’s young sons as kids out of reach from their parents. 
Perhaps the interviewer should have asked more of the ques- 
tions she clearly wanted to know instead of saving her energy 
for dancing with her subjects and attending to her own 
desires while thinking about her reporting. You can’t print 
the fantasy which is one of the reasons to do the story in the 
first place.

The ousted “Around the 
World in 80 Plates” chef 
looks back on his travels

One of three chefs with Chicago ties on Bra- 
vo’s ‘Around the World in 8o Plates” reached 
the end of the road Wednesday night. 

On a show of big personalities, travel agent- 
turned-chef Gary Walker proved himself a 
reliable supplier of one-liners and a steady 
source of entertainment for fans. The ladies 
of the Kappa Phi Delta sorority house at Il- 
linois Institute of Technology where Walker 
worked as a chef before filming the show, even 
got a shout-out when he chugged beer during 
a pub crawl challenge on the show’s first epi- 
sode, filmed in London.

For me, it was obviously a bit of a surprise 
to hear my name being called ... you’re very 
disappointed and a little hurt, but it’s a 
competition and you sign up for the good 
and the bad. In my mind. I’m like, “Well, if I 
have to go home, then I’ll go out with grace 
and style.” 


Where did you wish you would have trav- 
eled with the cast? 

I’ve never traveled to Asia. Even during my 
lo years plus in the travel business, it was 
always Europe-focused, so I really was inter- 
ested and looking forward to going to Asia 
[on the show}. That part would definitely be 
like, whomp-whomp. I didn’t get the chance 
to go, but this will certainly be a vehicle 
for me to go there ... so I’m excited for the 
future. 

What has it been like watching yourself on 
TV? 

It’s very suspenseful. Everyone watching 
{with me] is just like, “Oh my God, what’s 
happening?” I have to wear a hoodie so I can 
pull it halfway over my head ... so I just don’t 
jump out of my skin! 


When we talked to you before the show 
aired, you had moved from Chicago to L.A. 
What are you up to now? 

I just did a dinner with Glara {Moore} and 
Nick {Lacassel from the show in St. Louis. ... 
I am going to {my hometown} Detroit next 
weekend; I am going to do my own pop-up 
dinner in Detroit. And when I get to Golo- 
rado {to cook for a client in July and August}, 
I’m doing a pop-up dinner with {fellow cast 
memberljenna {Johansen} ... and basically 
after Sept, i. I’m a free agent. I may go back 
to L.A., I may come back to Ghicago, or who 
knows, I may be calling you from France talk- 
ing to you about my next adventure.

Idol’ winner has surgery 


The Wrap 

Phillip Phillips has gone under the knife— 
and he’s ready to hit the road. 

The ‘American Idol” winner is recovering 
from surgery to remove kidney stones and 
will be ready to join his cohorts next month 
when the American Idol LIVE! tour kicks off 

“Surgery went well, he’s resting and will be 
ready for the Idol tour kick off on July 6,” said 
Leslie Fradkin of 19 Entertainment, which 
produces ‘American Idol.” 

According to TMZ, Phillips underwent 
the surgery Wednesday in L.A., enduring a 
6 V2-hour procedure to remove kidney stones 
that were too big to pass naturally 

The surgery is a long time coming; Phil- 
lips’ condition plagued him during his run 
on “Idol.” He received emergency medical 
treatment in early March after complaining 
of severe abdominal pain, and after the “Idol” 
finale in late May, his father revealed that he 
had undergone eight surgeries during his run 
on the show 

“I’ve been sick this whole show,” the singer 
himself revealed via a call-in to “Live With 
Kelly” 

TMZ reports that Phillips was scheduled to 
undergo the surgery last week but was forced 



to postpone due to a fever and sinus infection.

Finally. ‘Showgirls the musical’

It’s a tale as old as time: a
